Can I trouble you for space for the 
following ? 
S. A. Colborn, formerly a farmer 
of New Madrid County, now located 
at Pilot Knob, Mo., writes me among 
other things as follows: 
“We are well 
and 
getting 
along 
fine; we like the country up here fine. 
I don’t think it is as good a farming 
country as that is down there, but it 
is far ahead of New Madrid County 
for raising stock. 
We milk from 10 
to 15 cows all the time, 
ship 
our 
cream to St. Louis and feed the skim 
milk to pigs and chickens. 
“We have sold over $1,000 
w'orth 
of hogs since we have been up here 
and about the same of cattle. We are 
on a 300-acre farm and go fifty-fifty 
with the landowner, a 
mighty 
nice 
fellow if he is a “Dutchman”. There 
are a good many of the same nation­ 
ality here and all are fine people and 
are practically 
out 
of 
debt. 
Mr. 
Schwab, the banker, tells me that he 
hasn’t a note that he could not col­ 
lect in a moment’s notice. 
And they 
don’t raise cotton, either.” 
Now’, I am mighty glad Mr. 
Col 
born is getting along so well, for he 
is a good friend of mine, but as I read 
his letter, I could not help but won- 
,der why he could not have milked 10 
to 15 cows in New Madrid County. He 
could have shipped the cream 
from 
here to St. Louis, as well 
as 
from 
Pilot Knob. 
He could have fed 
the 
skim milk to pigs here, as well as up 
there. 
Of course, not many of our 
farmers do that. 
The 
fact 
is, 
the 
great majority of them are not farm 
ers. They are 
either 
croppers 
or, 
which is still w’orse, only “planters”. 
They do not make use of the “by-pro­ 
ducts” of the 
farm, 
such 
as milk, 
cream, eggs, hogs? 
and 
vegetables. 
They plant a crop of cotton and trust 
to the (Land) Lord to let them have 
enough money to get 
through 
the 
summer with. If the cotton turns out 
fine, well and good; if it is a failure, 
the “backer” will be the loser. 
But not all our farm ers are crop 
per and planters. 
J. L. Pendergrass, 
to whom I had been preaching hogs 
for several years, came to me 
last 
spring and told me that he had tak­ 
en my advice and bought him a gilt. 
Said he paid $5.00 for her and carried 
her home in his arms. 
This fall he 
came in and told me that 
the 
gilt 
which had cost him not a penny for 
feed, having supported it-self in 
the 
mule lot from the 
corn the 
mules 
wasted, had just farrowed seven fine 
piggies, “the finest you ever saw”, 
he said. 
A neighbor offered him $50 
for the sow and pigs, but he would 
not sell them. The other day he told 
me they had grown so that he could 
now easily get $100 for them. 
Henry Baden started last Novem­ 
ber w ith $35 worth of sow. 
Later he 
bought another and a male, making 
his total investment $92. 
To 
date, 
he says, he has sold $82.87 worth of 
hogs and has 31 hogs and shoats left, 
which he values at $500. They have 
cost him nothing but a few nubbins 
of corn w'hich he 
picked out 
from 
among the good corn, which he sold. 
,Fred Meyer 
sold 
last 
year $2400 
worth of hogs and has this year, so 
far, sold $1900 worth. 
He will sell 
another $1000 worth before the holi­ 
days and will 
have 
150 
hogs 
and 
shoats left to sell next year. He sold 
last year about a $1000 worth of cat­ 
tle and $2500 worth of corn. 
He ex­ 
pects to do better this year. He grows 
no cotton. 
Let 
Southeast 
Missouri farmers 
ponder on this. 
These are facts. 
In 
what other country can you beat it?

A progressive corn farmer does not 
plaut the nubbins left In his crib after 
he has fed or sold the bulk of his crop 
during the winter. He has long since 
learned the value of good seed corn. 
The same farmer, on the other hand, 
does not always use equally good judg­ 
ment in selecting seed for his potato 
patch. 
Too often he plants the culls 
and inferior potatoes which are left in 


aa.vs, must also possess good vigor, 
high productive capnrlty, and be trua 
to name and to type of variety. While 
such factors as the preparation of the 
land, its fertilization, the proper spac­ 
ing of the seed pieces, and the cultural 
care given the growing crop have an 
important bearing on the yield, none, 
he says, is of such prime importance as 
the character of the seed.

The St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
is the second oldest organization of 
its kind in the United States.

first concert was given on the even­ 
ing of October 18, 1860, in the hall of 
the Mercantile Library Building, six­ 
ty-six years 
ago this 
week. 
New 
York’s Philharmonic Society 
is 
the 
only similar organization which an­ 
tedates it. 
The St. Louis 
organization, 
first 
known as the Philharmonic 
Society, 
consisted of an orchestra composed of 
the best musicians and amateurs 
in 
the city, and a large mixed chorus. 
Edward 
Sobolewsky 
of Milwaukee 
was chosen and engaged as director 
of the new organization. His daugh­ 
ter was one of the leading soloists in 
the chorus. 
Mr. Sobolewsky was 
a 
thorough musician and composer 
of 
note. 
He counted Felix Mendelsohn 
and Robert Schuman among his per­ 
sonal friends and for some time 
as­ 
sociated with Richard 
Wagner. 
He 
knew how to infuse enthusiasm into 
his society as well as direct its musi­ 
cal ability. 
The Society gave 
con­ 
certs at Library Hall and later 
at 
Vcrande Hall, which were 
well 
at­ 
tended by appreciative St. Louis citi­ 
zens. 
No tickets were 
sold. 
Only 
subscribers frequented the 
concerts 
and every seat in the house was reg­ 
ularly filled. 
In 1864 the opera 
“Martha" 
was 
given for the benefit of the Mississip­ 
pi Valles Sanitary Commission, with 
gratifying 
financial 
results. 
Many 
similar 
entertainments 
were 
later 
given for charitable purposes. 
The Philharmonic 
Society 
lasted 
u til 1867 and then different organi­ 
zations continued the orchestra until 
it passed into the hands of the pres-

Symphony

Can I trouble you for space for the 
following ? 
S. A. Colborn, formerly a farmer 
of New Madrid County, now located 
at Pilot Knob, Mo., writes me among 
other things as follows: 
“We are well 
and 
getting 
along 
fine; we like the country up here fine 
I don’t think it is as good a farming 
country as that is down there, but it 
is far ahead of New Madrid County 
for raising stock. 
We milk from 10 
to 16 cows all the 
time, 
ship 
our 
cream to St. Louis and feed the skim 
milk to pigs and chickens. 
“We have sold over $1,000 
worth 
of hogs since we have been up here 
and about the same of cattle. We are 
on a 300-acre farm and go fifty-fifty 
with the landowner, a 
mighty 
nice 
fellow if he is a “Dutchman”. There 
are a good many of the same nation­ 
ality here and all are fine people and 
are practically 
out 
of 
debt. 
Mr. 
Schwab, the benker, tells me that he 
hasn’t a note that he could not col­ 
lect in a moment’s notice. 
And they 
don’t raise cotton, either.” 
Now, I am mighty glad Mr. 
Col 
born is getting along so well, for he 
is a good friend of mine, but as I read 
his letter, I could not help but won­ 
der why he could not have milked 10 
to 15 cow’s in New Madrid County. He 
could have shipped the cream 
from 
here to St. Louis, as w’ell 
as 
ftom 
Pilot Knob. He could have fed 
the 
skim milk to pigs here, ns well as up 
there. 
Of course, not many of our 
farmers do that. 
The 
fact 
is, 
the 
great majority of them are not farm ­ 
ers. They are 
either 
croppers 
or, 
which is still worse, only “planters”. 
They do not make use of the “by-pro­ 
ducts” of the 
farm, 
such 
as milk, 
cream, eggs, hogs 
and 
vegetables. 
They plant a crop of cotton and trust 
to the (Land) Lord to let them have 
enough money to get 
through 
the 
summer with. If the cotton turns out 
fine, w’ell and good; if it is a failure, 
the “backer” will be the loser. 
But not all our farm ers are crop­ 
per and planters. 
J. L. Pendergrass, 
to whom I had been preaching hogs 
for several years, came to me 
last 
spring and told me that he had tak­ 
en my advice and bought him a gilt. 
Said he paid $5.00 for her and carried 
her home in his arms. 
This fall he 
came in and told me that 
the 
gilt 
which had cost him not a penny for 
feed, having supported it*elf in 
the 
mule lot from the 
corn the 
mules 
wasted, had just farrowed seven fine 
piggies, “the finest you ever saw'”, 
he said. 
A neighbor offered him $50 
for the sow and pigs, but he would 
not sell them. The other day he told 
me they had grown so that he could 
now easily get $100 for them. 
Henry Baden started last Novem­ 
ber w'ith $35 worth of sow. 
Later he 
bought another and a male, making 
his total investment $02. 
To 
date, 
he says, he has sold $82.87 worth of 
hogs and has 31 hogs and shoats left, 
which he values at $500. 
They have 
cost him nothing but a few nubbins 
of corn which he* 
picked out 
from 
among the good corn, which he sold. 
,Fred Meyer 
sold 
lust 
year $2400 
worth of hogs and has this year, so 
far, sold $1900 worth. 
He will sell 
another $1000 worth before the holi­ 
days and will 
have 
150 
hogs 
and 
shoats left to sell next year. 
He sold 
last year about a $1000 worth of cat­ 
tle and $2500 worth of corn. 
He ex­ 
pects to do better this year. He grows 
no cotton. 
Let 
Southeast 
Missouri 
farmers 
ponder on this. These are facts. 
In 
what other country can you heat it?

The 
lice can be eradicated by spraying or 
dipping the infested 
anim als 
twice 
with an interval 
of from 
14 
to 16 
days between treatm ents. 
Mange is one of the most injurious 
skin diseases th a t affect horses. Four 
or m ow dippings at intervals of from 
5 to 7 days usually eradicate the most 
common form of the disease. 
Lime 
sulphur and nicotine dips are suitable 
for controlling mange.
